Peacock, Copies of the resolutions 
have been sent to congressional 
representatives and the U, §S. 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Be- 
low we are printing the resolu- 
tions: 

“Be it resolved by the farmers 
assembled that an emergency con- 
dition exists with the farmers of 
Coffee County for crop losses which 
they have suffered, over which 
they had no control. Namely, to- 
wit, unusual wet year, the wettest 
we remember, making it impos- 
sible to make a sustaining crop 
under conditions which have ex- 
isted, 

“Be it further resolved that we 
ask the United States Department 
of Agriculture for emergency aid 
that we might not suffer, 

“Be it further resolved to say 
that we have cooperated with the 
Department of Agriculture 98 per 
cent in Coffee County. 

“Be it further resolved that the 
estimated and actual conditions 
exist as follows: cotton 25 per 
cent, corn 35 per cent, peanuts and 
hay 30 per cent. Hay almost a 
complete failure due to being bad- 
ly damaged, 

“Be it further resolved that we 
Pray to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for this aid 
as requested and as early as pos- 
sible, 

“Be it further resolved that the 
distribution of such funds be pass- 
ed and distributed on a percentage 
basis between the 1938 crop and 
the 1939 crop, that all might par- 
ticipate alike in distribution of 
such aid. ; 

“Be it further resolved that a

GREATER SOIL BUILDING IN 
1940 IS AIM OF STATE AAA 


AUBURN, Ala.—Greater stress 
on soil building will be the goa! of 
the State Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Committee in applying the 
1940 Farm Program to Alabama 
farms, A. W. Jones, AAA admin- 
istrative officer, said upon his re- 
turn from a regional conference 
on provisions of the new farm 
program held at Clayton, Ga., Sep- 
tember 27 through 30. 

‘The 1940 program means not 
only a continuation of efforts tow- 
ard a fair income and better liv- 
ing for the farmer, but also in- 
creased fertility and improved 
croplands,” Mr. Jones stated, 

A special AAA publication list- 
ing soil-building practices and in- 
formation adapted to Alabama 
farms will be made available for 
the 1940 program. This marks the 
first time a special handbook has 
been prepared for this State, 

New provisions which make the 
1940 program more adaptable to 
small farms and to the soil-conser- 
vation needs of all Alabama farms 
are these: 

(1) Increase of the soil-building 
allowance for farms having a to- 
tal payment of less than $20. 

(2) An allowance of $1.50 for 
planting a home garden as a soil- 
building practice which will mean 
more home-grown food for the 
farm family. 

(3) An allowance up to $30 
for every farm—in addition to the 
regular soil-building allowance—to 
be earned only by planting forest 
trees, 

The regional meeting at Clay- 
ton, Ga., is to be followed by State 
and county meetings of AAA 
committeemen at which the 1940 
program will be presented in great- 
er detail.

A. Benefits ave payable begin- 
ning January 1, 1940, 

Q. To whom will monthly bene- 
fits be paid? 

A. The amendments have 
broadened the plan to take into 
consideration the security of the 
family unit, In addition to the 
benefits paid the retired worker, 
the law now provides monthly sup- 
plementary benefits for his wife, 
if she is 65, and for his dependent 
children under 18, It also provides 
monthly survivors’ benefits for 
aged widows of deceased covered 
wage earners and their dependent 
children, and younger widows with 
such children in their care, and 
for aged dependent parents of 
workers who die where there is 
rot a widow or minor children sur- 
viving. 

Q. What are the requirements 
for receiving monthly benefits bé- 
ginning in January, 1940? 

A. To receive benefits as soon 
as they become payable next year, 
@& worker must have reached the 
age of 65 and retired; must have 
been employed in work covered by 
the system for six calendar quar- 
ters after 1986; and, in each of 
these quarters, his covered wiges 
must have come to at least $50. 

Q. How many workers are now 
covered by the old-age and sur- 
Vivors’ insurance provision of the 
Act? 

A. Old-age insurance accounts 
have been established for more 
than forty-five million individuals. 

Q. About how many persons, 
previously exempt, have been 
brought under the old-age insur- 
ance program by the amendments? 

A. Approximately 1,100,000. 

Q. What are the principal types 
of employees brought under the 
program by the amendments? 

A. The amendments include 
employees of national banks, build- 
ing and loan associations, em- 
ployees of State banks which are 
members of the Federal Reserve 
System, employees in maritime 
service on American vessels, and 
workers over the age of 65.

Business enterprises and profes-

Business firms failing to take 
out the required licenses before 
the deadline on October 31 will be 
penalized by law. The probate 
office expresses the hope the num- 
ber of delinquents this fall will 
be the lowest in many years. 

Automobile and truck license 
tags are not delinquent until after 
November 14. Driver's licenses 
also have to be issued prior to 
that date.

THE CITIZENS OF THE KINGDOM 


LESSON TEXT—Matthew 5:1-16, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Let your light so 
Shine before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your Fa- 


ther which is in heaven.—Matthew 5:16, 


Great and historic discourses are 
preserved with care and are read 
by succeeding generations with 
profit and interest even though they 
are recognized to be the utterances 
of weak and fallible men, The les- 
son before us presents what Is ‘‘un- 
doubtedly the greatest single dis- 
course ever uttered by any teacher 
or statesman or philosopher in the 
whole history of the human race” 
(Smith). Take up your Bible and 
read the words of the text. 

These verses are addressed to be- 
lievers, to those who have actually 
talken Christ as king of their lives, 
These beatitudes are not a substi- 
tute for the gospel. They are not 
laws that the unbeliever can keep 
and thus be saved, for this would 
be utterly impossible for anyone to 
do, except the one who has been 
born again. Only he who knows 
and has called upon the power and 
Brace of God in Christ can qualify 
to walk as a citizen of His kingdom. 


I. The Christian’s King (vv. 1, 2). 


The words which fell from the 
blessed lips of the Lord Jesus on 
that day as He sat on the mountain- 
side were not the powerless declara- 
tions of an earthly philosopher or 
statesman, but of the Son of God 
who had humbled Himself and be- 
come the Son of Man who was still 
the King of kings and the Lord of 
lords. If you have not given glad 
and free allegiance to Him, do it 
now and you will then be ready to 
go on and learn of the Christian's 
character and influence which may 
be your possession in Christ. 

Il. The Christian’s Character (vv. 
3-12). 

The eight characteristics of the 
Christian here presented are worthy 
of extended individual attention, 
but we can offer only brief sugges- 
tions. 

“Blessed are the poor in spirit” 
speaks of humility as a commend- 
able quality. How contradictory the 
present-day philosophy which calls 
for self-assertion and self-reliance. 
But Jesus is not mistaken. The way 
into the kingdom of heaven is not 
that of assertive self-sufficiency, 

“Blessed are they that mourn.” 
The world does not believe that 
Statement. It shuns the house of 
mourning. It tries without avail to 
philosophize away the fact of sor- 
row. The Christian, on the other 
hand, feels with his fellow man and 
thus receives a blessing. 


“I walked a mile with Pleasure, 
She chattered all the way; 

But left me none the wiser 
For all she had to say. 


“I walked a mile with Sorrow, 
And ne'er a word said she; 

But, oh, the things I learned from her 
When Sorrow walked with me." 


“Blessed are the meek.’’ Ah, yes, 
poverty of spirit comes when a man 
rightly sees himself, and has a sym- 
pathetic touch with sorrow. Then he 
“Inherits the earth,’ because he tru- 
ly comes to enjoy it as a place of 
service and Christian growth, and 
not because he has a deed to a 
single foot of its soil. 

“Note that it is the hunger and 
thirst for righteousness, and not the 
possession of it, that is blessed’ 
(Plummer). Self-satisfied people 
know nothing of the glory of having 
such a hunger and thirst filled by 
God. 

Time fails us to speak of the 
Christian's spirit of mercy which in- 
vites divine mercy; that purity of 
heart and absolute cleanness of 
mind and sincerity of purpose which 
enable a man really to see God 
even in this impure world; that 
Christlike spirit which makes him a 
peacemaker in a fighting world— 
yes, that spirit which makes him 
like the Master in sweetly bearing 
unjustified persecution. These in- 
deed are the marks of the man who 
follows Christ as King, 

II. The Christian’s Influence (yv. 
13-16), 

“Salt’’ and “‘light’’! What pungent 
and powerful folk are the real fol- 
lowers of Christ! 

Salt fights against rottenness, 
keeps things sweet and fresh. Dr. 
J. H. Jowett says, Christians ‘‘are 
to confront rottenness in  poli- 
tics; they are to meet it in the 
realm of business; they are to make 
for it in the field of sport; they are 
to be its enemies in the crowded 
streets of common intercourse; they 
are to defeat it in the quiet and se- 
questered ways of art and litera- 
ture; everywhere they are to pro- 
vide the antidote to corruption, and 
they are to overcome and destroy 
{ee 

Light has one function, namely, to 
illuminate. Wickedness and sin al- 
ways love darkness, because their 
deeds are evil (read John 3:19-21). 
If Christ really dwells in us we can- 
not help but shed light about us 
wherever we go—a divine light 
which drives out the darkness of sin, 
of ignorance, of superstition, and re- 
places it with the sunlight of God.

“SAFE DRIVING” IS ALM OF 
NEW DRIVER REGULATIONS 


[194 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.—Any and 
ail drivers of motor vehicles in 
Alabama are subject to the repu- 
latory provisions contained in the 
new law now in full force and ef- 
fect, ‘Though they do not have to 
lake an examination before a 1940 
driver's license can be issued to 
them, holders of 19389 licenses are 
in no sense exempt from applica- 
tion of any part of the new law 
which was enacted for the promo- 
tion of safe driving and the pre- 
vention of accidents, 

In this connection, particular at- 
tention is called to the fact that 
one of the law's provisions con- 
fers full authority upon Director 
T, Weller Smith of the State De- 
partment of Public Safety to, at 
any time, require any driver to 
appear before an official examiner 
of the Driver's Lieense Division 
and take the required driver's li- 
cense test, 

The reason for this provision is 
obvious, it is pointed out by Capt. 
James F, Brawner, the Division's 
Director, Through its application, 
he said, drivers not qualified or in- 
sufficiently qualified to operate a 
motor vehicle with a proper de- 
gree of safety, can be required to 
qualify themselves, if possible, and, 
i” not, to surrender their license 
lo drive; all in the interest of their 
own safety as well as the safety 
of others using the public roads 
and streets, 

He again stressed the point that 
the new law also Supplies and 
makes operative all necessary le- 
gal machinery to rid the State's 
highways of the drunken driver, 
the reckless driver, and the ha 
bitually careless driver. Under 
this law, when a driver is con- 
victed of driving while intoxicated, 
he automatically forfeits his driy- 
er’s license, which is immediately 
revoked. When a year has passed 
from the date of its revocation, 
he may file application for anoth- 
er license and take the prescribed 
examination. If he passes the ex- 
amination he may or may not, at 
the discretion of the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety, 
be issued another license. Should 
he take an appeal from the judg- 
ment of conviction in the trial 
court, his license is suspended 
while the appeal is pending, 

On first conviction for reckless 
driving, or on the second convic- 
tion for that violation of the law, 
a driver may have his driver's 
license suspended for varying pe- 
riods; suspension on the first con- 
viction being based largely upon 
the seriousness of the offense in 
consideration of the facts and cir- 
cumstances involved. . Suspension 
follows as a matter of course, on 
the second conviction. If a driver 
is convicted three times within 
ene year of reckless driving, his 
criver’s. license is revoked. 

Only one warning is given the 
habitually careless driver. The 
second time he is observed driving 
carelessly he will receive a notice 
requiring him to appear before an 
examiner of the Driver’s License 
Division and take the driver's li- 
cense test. A third offense will 
mean a suspension of his license. 

Particular warning was given 
by Captain Brawner to new and 
unskilled drivers who, in order to 
be exempt from examination be- 
fore obtaining a 1940 license, took 
out a 1939 license before they were 
withdrawn ‘from sale on Septem- 
ber 30. If their record begins to 
show they are unable to drive suf- 
ficiently well to entitle them to a 
license, he said, they will receive 
® warning “ticket,” and if their 
inaptitude is observed a_ second 
time, they will be cited to take 
the driver's license test. 

“The Driver's License Division,” 
he said, “has no wish or purpose 
to impose any undue hardship or 
inconvenience upon anyone, but 
eli must realize it is charged with 
one of the most serious and vital 
responsibilities that can be repos- 
ed in an agency of the State Goy- 
ernment—the safeguarding of the 
lives and property of the hundreds 
of thousands of people who, dur- 
ing all hours of the day and night, 
are moving over Alabama's entire 
highway system. The public has 
been most cooperative. The De- 
partment deeply and sincerely ap- 
preciates that cooperation. Thru 
its continuance we hope to make 
Alabama’s highways the safest in 
the Nation.” 


AUBURN, Ala.--Rotating crops 
by terrace interval strips is a prac- 
tical farming’ practice, reports 
trom farmers in erosion control 
demonstration areas indicate, 

While there is some difference 
of opinion on the question of 
whether strip cropping is more in- 
convenient than the old method of 
farming, the farmers who have 
tried the new practice generally 
‘agree that the advantages offset 
the extra work and inconvenience, 

In general, farmers in the area 
who are practicing strip cropping 
incorporate in their rotations 
ftrips of grain followed by sum- 
mer hay crops and winter legumes 
in strips to protect and improve 
the soil, says 8S, R, Doughty, of 
the Hxtension Service, 

Planted in terrace Interval 
strips, these crops provide protec- 
tion to a much larger proportion 
of the land than would be pos- 
Sible with the same acreage of 
close-growing crops used in rota- 
tions by fields, they point out, 

The strips of close-growing 
crops, at intervals down the slope 
hetween strips of clean-tilled land, 
retard and spread run-off water 
and cateh soil washed from the 
clean-tilled land. This also helps 
to prevent silting of terrace chan- 
nels and overtopping of: terraces,
